The affair 
took place ata reception at the German 
Embassy in Vienna. The Prince of Reuss 
subsequently declined to consider a chal- 
lenge, on the ground that the Princess, his 
wife, was justified in what she did. After 
having thoroughly investigated all the cir- 
cumstances of the quarrel, King Charles has 
determined to retain M. Vacaresco.

RIOTERS IN JAIL. 


Arresting the Leaders of the Mob in 
the Coke Regions. 


ED BY THE COMPANIES. 


State Troops Still on Guard With Loaded 
Guns — Resuming Operations at the 
Mt. Pleasant Works—A Busy Day for 
the Sheriff and His Deputies—Labor 
News. 


MOUNT PLEASANT, Pa., April 6.—Quiet pre- 
valls in the coke region to-day. There has 
been actually no disturbance of any kind. 
The first real effort to start the works since 
the riot was made this morning. By actual 
count there were forty men at work, and it 
was evident that the majority of them were 
old employes, as they drew out good 
coke and did itin elegant shape. The men 
were not interfered with in any way while 
going to work. It seems that the strikers are 
too badly frightened to disturb any one at the 
present time. The condition of affairs is, of 
course, duetothe soldiers, who have their 
guns loaded with ball cartridges and who 
seem to have no fear of putting a ball into a 
man who comes too close tothe line. Sheriff 
Clawson came over from Greensburg this 
morning and was avery busy man. He 
has warrants for twenty-five of the rioters 
and will probably have warrants for 
about fifty more before the day is 
over. These warrants are all placed in the 
hands ofthe different constables and the 
deputies help in the arrests. This was a 
lively day for the the different township om - 
cers, as they were ordered to go ahead with 
the arrests immediately, so that the leaders 
of the rioters will be safely jailed before the 
soldiers leave. During the morning six men 
were arrested and there was considerable 
trouble in securing them. It has now be- 
come generally known among the strikers 
that warrants are out for the supposed lead- 
ers in the riot and they are keeping them- 
selves hid as much as possible. 

Supt. Morris Ramsay returned from 
Greensburg at 11 o’clock this morning 
and immediately went before the squire and 
swore out warrants forthe arrest of fifteen 
additional rioters. These warrants were 
placed in the hands of the constables and it 
expected that before midnight at least thirty 
of the rioters will be in jail. 

Sheriff Clawson had a long conference with 
Supt. Ramsay of the Morewood works and 
General Superintendent Lynch of the Frick 
interests this afternoon and it seemed to be 
of great importance, but none of the gentie- 
men would say much about it. The Sheriff 
stated that they had decided on a move that 
in his opinion would put at rest all fears of 
violence in the future. 

It is probable the evictions of tenants from 
the company’s houses will be commenced 
very soon, possibly this week. At any rate 
it will be done before the soldiers leave here, 
and ft is believed that this was the cause of 
the conference between the Sheriff and the 
representative of the operators. Several car 
loads of provisions were received to-day and 
distributed among the strikers.

iness. The convention is expected to last 
four or five days, as matters of importance 
toall concerned are to be considered and 
acted upon.

SHERMAN AND THE BEES. 


Securing Honey Under Difficulties for the 
Commanding Officer. 

New Ton, April 6.—Hon, Amos J. Cum 
mings, says Col. Charles E. Belknap, was 
among the members representing the House 
of Representatives at the funeral of Gen.

On the way back to 
Washington after the Sherman funeral he 
told many a story of the dead General.Among 
other incidents recounted by Col. Belknap 
was One that occured in 1864 when Gen. Sher- 
man was near Chattanooga. One day the 
General expressed a desire to have some 
honey. There were some hives on debatable 
ground between the two armies. They had 
escaped the hands ofthe foragers for some 
time. Turning to Belknap one day Uncle Billy 
said: If you can find one convenient, Cap- 
tain, I wish you would bringin a good bee 
gum. 

That was enough for the Michigan Captain. 
Ina jiffy he mounted his horse and was of. 
With a little squad of troopers he made a raid 
upon the gums. After selecting the most like- 
ly in appearance, he turned it over and 
clasped the half of a pup tent over the open 
end ofit. A pup tent is what was termed a 
shelter-tent in the Army of the Potomac. 
After the gum was thus secured it was lifted 
up in front of Belknap, who Was still astride 
his horse. He helditin place with his left 
arm and gave a rein to 
his steed. Away he went at a full gal- 
lop, headed for Sherman’stent. The squad 
of troopers was at the heels of his horse. It 
was soon apparent thatthe Captain was in 
trouble.

The Self-Cremating Suicide Identified as 
Leopold Lehpert. 

The mystery of the strange suicide ofa 
young man at East Carondelet a week ago has 
been cleared up, and the reason found for 
what was one of the most remarkable cases 
of deliberate self-destruction on record, It is 
the old story of fickleness of femininity. The 
stranger, Who das been identified 
as Leopold Lehpert of Evansville, 
Ind., committed suicide because of 
disappointment in love. A week ago to-day 
his dead body was found near the river bank 
at East Carondelet, lying across a burning 
pile of logs. The evidence of surroundings 
showed that suicide was the cause of death. 
To the close observer the same evidence made 
other things apparent. 

BUILT HIS OWN PYRE. 

The stranger had intended not only to end 
his career, but to destroy all traces of his 
identity. He had built the fire of logs and 
when the fuel became a burning 
mass he ‘had 
it, thrust the 


trigger. He had arranged well his plans for 
self-incineration, and with the reportof the 
revolver his lifeless body had fallen into the 
flames. The discovery of the body by 
persons who chanced to be passing was 
all that prevented its cremation, as the fire 
was burning brightly and the flesh was badly 
charred when the discovery was made. Cor- 
oner Woods held an inquest and had the body 
brought to East St. Louis, where it remained 
twenty-four hours without identification and 
was then buried, It is now known that the 
suicide was Leopold Lehpert of Evansville, 
Ind, 
TRACED BY HIS CLOTHES. 

The statement that the clothing on the body 
was made by an Evansville’ tailor 
was published in the PosT-DISPATCH 
the day the inquest was held, 
and was brought to the notice of 
Peter Lehpert, a brother of the suicide. 
Peter Leppert came to East St. Louis yester- 
day and had the body exhumed, after having 
previously gained information that con- 
vinced him ofthe identity of the suicide, A 
gold watch found on the body was 
shown him and he identified it as his 
brother’s. After seeing the watch and get- 
ting a description ofthe body he was per- 
fectly satisfied, but as he wanted to have a 
look at the features of his dead brother, 
Coroner Woods had the body exhumed, when 
the identification was complete. Peter Lep- 
pert said his brother was 28 years old and un- 
married.

NINE LIVES: LOST. 


Two Families Perish in Flames at 
Rochester, Pa. 


A ROW OF TENEMENT HOUSES FORMED 
THE DEATH TRAP. 


Charred Remains of Unfortunates Found 
in the Ruins—A Young Girl's Heroto 
Leap From a Window-—BSickening 
Scenes During the Incineration—Fires 
and Casualties Elsewhere. 


ROCHESTER, Fa., April6.—The most fright- 
ful calamity that has ever befallen this place 
occurred early this morning, as a result of 
which nine lives were lost. Between the 
Rose Building, corner of Brighton and New 
York streets, and the rallroad crossing, were 
a row of cheap frame tenement houses, the 
first floors of which were occupied as busi- 
ness houses, Shortly after midnight fre was 
discovered in the lower bulldingand an alarm 
was given. The fire gradually spread to the 
second and third houses, and in a few min- 
utes all were in flames. But few of the citi- 
zens were on the scene until the fire was well 
under headway, and efforts were made to 
save the property, but with poor effect, as 
the buildings, being of highly infammable 
material, burned rapidly. 

A LEAP FOR LIFE. 

In the midst of the hottest part of the fire 
an Itallan girl about 16 years of age ap- 
peared at the window of one of the burning 
buildings and leaped to the ground, two of 
the firemen catching her before she struck 
the ground, Between her sobs she stated 
that all her father’s family were yet in the 
burning house, but as the flames now had full 
cont rol of the building n was impossible to 
Save them, and seven persong perished in 
the Italian family. The rooms occupied by 
the Italians were inthe center of the build- 
ing, and when it was found that lives had 
been lost a careful inquiry was made 
regarding the occupants of the 
first building to take fire. It was 
inhabiteau by a shoemaker named Fdward J. 
Keene, with a family consisting of a wife and 
three children. None of the family could be 
found for a time, but during the height of the 
excitement Mrs. Keene, with two of her chi- 
dren, arrived from Pittsburg on train No. 1. 
It was then feared that Mr. Keene and hig 
eldest son, Walter, aged s years, were lost. 
Brave men at once went to work among the 
burning timbers and soon discovered the 
charred remains of father and son close to- 
gether, but burned to an unrecognizable 
mass. The corpses, with those uf the Italians 
that have been recovered, are lying in a stall 
at Hayes’ livery stable. 

THE LIST OF DEAD.

The nine bodies are so badly burned that 
they are unfecognizable. Tiere has also been 
$500 in gold found among the rns which be- 
longed to the Italians. The Italian girl, the 
only one saved, says there Is still $600 in the 
ashes. 

Thomas McManus, a railroad brakeman, 
Was the first to discover the fire, which was 
well under way atthetime. He sounded the 
alarm of fire, which aroused the neighbors. 
He worked at the fire unt his train departed. 
Mr. H. C. Frick, Jr., Wm. McCutcheon, C. 
Frick and Wm. Ried were the first ones on 
the scene after the alarm was given and did 
noble work with many others to check the 
flames. 

The scene of the Italian father lying upon 
his bed, surrounded by names, until the bed 
dropped through the floor was sickening in 
the extreme. The frightened man seemed to 
cling tightly to hised and made but a slight 
struggie. 

MARY TICKIO’S #TORY. 

Mary Tickio, who escaped by jumping from 
the second story, although not seriously in- 
jured, is prostrated. She talks incoherently, 
and seems to remember but itte of the 
frightful strugsies of her kins mon. 
She says that when she awoke 
the fire was burning below, and thetr rooms 
were filled with smoke. she slept In the back 
room, her mother and the children in the 
middie room, and her father and his brother 
Victoria Tickio and Josef Kaem,both visitors, 
occupied the front room. Mary tried to 
arouse her people, but they were already as- 
phyxated. She says the fire burned her and 
she lead to jump for her life from a window. 
Each body is burned beyond recognition, 
The sight of the row of biackened bodies ts 
horrible. Annte, the baby, had one foot and 
anarm burned completely off. The others 
are all fearfully mutilated. There ig 
no definite evidence as to how 
the fire started, but it - is the 
opinion of the authorities, and it seems to be 
the correct one, thata lamp left burning by 
Mr. Keen in his kitchen explodedand fired 
the house, There appears to be no indication 
of incendiaries,

SALE OF BAIT PROHIBITED BY THE NEW- 
FOUNDLAND GOVERNMENT. 


’ Toronto, Ontario, April 6.—The Empire,the 
Government organ, says: ‘‘It is reported 
that the harsh treatment of Canadian fish- 

ing vessels by the Newfoundland authorities 
is altogether out of keeping with the solemn 
pledges of the Government of the sister 
colony made over three years ago. When in 
1887, the Newfoundland Legislature passed 
the bait act with the design ok 
preventing foreign fishing vessels from pur- 
chasing bait in Newfoundland ports the 
measure was reserved forthe royal assent. 

The Canadian Government represented in 

the strongest manner possible the grave in- 

justice which that act would doto. British 

and Canadian Fishermen who had hereto- 

fore enjoyed the privilege in common 

with the fishermen of the United 

States of purchasing bait in New- 

foundiand ports and who enjoyed that 

privilege when it was refused to United 

States fishermen under the terms of the con- 

No colony in British North 

America had ever attempted to discriminate 

against the fisherman of the sister colonies. 

When Canada, therefore, intervened between 

the bait bill and the royal assent Her Majesty 

did not give her assent untilthe Attorney 

General of Newfoundland and the Newfounda- 

land Government had pledged themselves in 

the most emphatic manner possible, both to 

the Canadian Government and to the colonial 

office, that the act, if allowed, would not be 

enforced against British or Canadian fisher- 

men. 

The Newfoundland Government attempted 
to negotiate a treaty withthe United States 
in the fall of last year, by which the Island 
Government nd themselves to low duties 
on flour, beef, pork, bacon and agricultural 
implements coming from the United States, 
and to give United States fishing vessels right 
to all their port privileges, including the pur- 
chases of bait free of duty or a fee of any 
kind. Canada prominently intervened and 
pointed to the Imperial Government that 
this discrfmination proposed by a Brit 
ish colony in favor of a tor 
eign nation against another British 
Qolony was fraught with grave consequen- 
Ges to the integrity of the British Empire in 
North America and involved the violation of 
@ principle sacredly observed between ali the 
colonies and Great Britain, viz: That no 
colony should discriminate against the 
mother country. 

Hence Her Majesty's Government was in 
duced to refuse sanction to this treaty. 

Apparently exasperated by Canada’s repre- 
sentations, Newfoundland intends not only 
to tinue towiolate the pledge given to the 
Gov ment of Canlda, but to grant 

vileges to American fishermen which are 
ed to those of the Dominion, so that in 
effect while the United States tariff imposes 
heavy duties upon the fish that Canada or 
Gland fishermen may send to the 
United States from the banks, Newfoundland 
intends to add tothis great handicap against 
her own fishermen and those of Canada the 
further concession of her ports as a base of 
operation of American fishermen and which 
are tobe denied to Oanadian fishermen de- 
spite the convention of 1818.

The Washington Conference Indefinitely 
Postponed.

PRESIDENT HARRISON’S TOUR INTER- 
FERES WITH NEGOTIATIONS. 


He Desires to Be Present at the Interview 
With Blaine—The Sentiment Among 
Manufacturers and Farmers on the 
Other Side of the Line—Washington 
Topics. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 6.—Sir Charles 
Tupper, Sir John S. D. Thompson, Canadian 
Minister of Justice, and Hon. G. E. Foster, 
Minister of Finance, who arrived here at a 
late hour last night from Ottawa, accompa- 
nied by Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British 
Minister, will have an interview with Secre- 
tary Blaine to-day and lay before himthe 
proposals of the Canadian Government for 
reciprocal trade relations. The conferences 
will be secret and are preliminary to the ap- 
pointment of commissioners by both the 
United States and Great Britain to formally 
negotiate. 

Accompanied by Sir Julian Pauncefote the 
Canadians called upon Sectretary Blaine 
as his home just before noon. Their 
stay lasted but a few minutes and returning 
to their hotel they announced that they were 
about to leave Washington ina few hours. 
As arrangements had been made by members 
of the party that indicated a purpose to 
stay in Washington at least a week, 
the news of the intended sudden departure 
caused some surprise. 

HARRISON WANTS TO BE IN IT. 

This was set at rest, however, by a state- 
ment from Sir Charles Tupper. Str Charles 
said he had visited Secretary Blaine last 
Thursday and was courteously re- 
ceived. He explained the desire of 
the Canadian Government to lay the 
foundation for negotiations that 
should broaden the trade relations be- 
tween the Dominion and the United States. 
Secretary Blaine met the proposal favora- 
bly and Sir Charles returned to Ottawa to re- 
port the result to his Government and secure 
the presence in Washington to-day of Mr. 
Foster, Minister of Marine, and Mr. Thomp- 
son, Minister of Justice, Secretary Blaine 
having arranged to receive them. sub- 
sequently Secretary Blaine learned 
that the President desired tc be 
present when the negotiations 
were undertaken and his projected Southern 
and Western trip would not admit of that if 
the negotiations proceeded at once. Accord- 
ingly: Secretary Blaine informed Sir 
Julian Pauncefote that a postponement 
would be desirable and the Minister so tele- 
graphed Sir Charles Tupper at Ottawa. But 
the party had started for Washington before 
the telegram was received and was 
not informed of the change of 
programme until this morning. 
Messrs. Foster and Thompson will leave 
Washington at 8 o’clock this afternoon for 
Ottawa, and Sir Charles will go straight to 
London. He says that Sir Julian Pauncefote 
will notify the party w to return to 
Washington which will de 
President can conveniently | 
to the negotiations.

The greatest objection is 
already coming from manufacturers of agri- 
cultural implements and from the sugar re- 
finers. It is certain that Sir Charles Tupper 
will make almost any sacrifice of established 
industries before returning home empty 
handed, as the farmers from one end of Can- 
ada to the other are clamoring for closer 
trade relations with the United States. 

The Patrons of Industry is becoming a 
power in the land. It has adopted unre- 
stricted reciprocity as its platform. The 
Canadian organization has severea its con- 
nection with that of the United States and 
the work of organization is being rapidly ex- 
tended in Ontario. The objects of the organ- 
ization are mutual protection, reduced prices 
and unrestricted reciprocity. Farmers, me- 
chanics and laborers are all eligible for mem- 
bership, but doctors, lawyers, merchants and 
bankers are all categorically ruled out as 
non - producers. Sir Charles Tupper feels the 
strength of this growing power.

GEORGE CRUSE’S TRIAL, » 


THE DOZIER MURDER CASE BEGUN WITH 
THE MAIN WITNESS MISSING. 


Strange Disappearance of John Quinlan, 
Whose Testimony Was Relied On to 
Secure a Conviction Against Cruse— 
The Olive Street Murder. 


When the case against George Cruse was 
called inthe Criminal Court this morning, 
Circuit Attorney Clover, representing the 
State, announced himself ready for trial. 
Attorney T. 8. Burnett, representing Cruse, 
said he was also ready and the defendant was 
brought out from the court-cage. The first 
twelve ofthe special panel of jurors were 
then called into the box and the case was 
begun. 

George Cruse is a colored boy. He insists 
that he has not yet reached his i7th 
year, but is alleged to be al- 
most 20. On the morning of 
Saturday, Feb. 15, 1890, he shot and almost 
instantly killed a colored man named Henry 
Dozier. The tragedy took place on Olive 
street between Twenty-second and Twenty- 
third. It was about 11 o’clock in the morning 
and Dozier, a servantin the employ of Mrs. 
S. A. Hayes, was engaged in scrubbing 
the stone steps in front of the residence 
at 2221 Olive street. Cruse, George 
Tandy and Eb Green were passing at the 
time. Dozier saw the men handling 
some goods ina grocery wagon which stood 
on the opposite side of the streetand gavea 
shout which sent the two scampering 
around the corner. In less than ten min- 
utes they returned, 
up a section of 
which Dozier was using in his work and 
started to drink out of the nozgle. Dozier 
ordered himaway. Words passed between 
the men with the result that Oruse guddenly 
drew from behind his back a short, stout 
stick and struck his opponent a sharp blow 
on the side of the head. Dozier 
had in his hand at the moment 
a common broom, which he raised by the 
handle as he rushed at histormentor, Cruse 
ran across the street wi Dozier in hot pur- 
suit. As the former reathed the curbing he 
gianced over his shoulder and saw that 
Dozier was gaining. 

DREW A REVOLVER. 

Without another word he drew from his hip 
pocket a 82-caliber revolver and fired as he 
ran. The ball struck Dozier in the left breast 
and penetrated tothe heart. Notwithstand- 
ing this the doomed man succeeded in stag- 
gering back to the north side of the street 
and up u flight of six steps, falling dead in 
the hallway of Mrs. Hayes’ residence. 

It was two days before the true identity of 
the assassins was learned, Oruse was chased 
two blocks by a witness on horseback, but 
dodged into an alley, jumped a fence and 
disappeared. Detectives Frese and Ziegler, 
now of headquarters, but at that time 
doing duty in the Oentral District, 
succeeded in securing evidence implicating 
Oruse and placed the boy under arrest. The 
prisoner admitted that he had fired the fatal 
shot but insisted that Dozier had provoked 
the difficulty and forced him to shoot in self- 
defense. From statements he made it was 
ascertained that George Tandy and Eb 
Green, both notorious young colored men, 
were his companions at the time of the

RAILWAY SCHEMES. 


Plans for Rapid Transit in New York 
and Brooklyn. 


PROJECTS NOW UNDER CONSIDERATION 
BY THE VANDERBILTS. 


Figuring for the Possession of the Long 
Island Road—Its Immense Passenger 
Traffic—The Sunken System—Alliance 
Between the Central and Reading— 
Short Route From East to West. 


New Tonk, April 6.—When the New York 
Central got the Rome, Watertown & 
Ogdensburg Railroad and afterward made a 
geal with the Canacian Pacific whereby the 
latter, by virtue of being allowed to bring its 
trains in New York City, agreed to act in har- 
mony, railroad men said that the Vander- 
unts would practically get control of the 
situation and might now rest on their oars. 
Atthat very moment the Vanderbilts were 
working out what may prove tobe the most 
elaborate scheme since the West Shore deal. 
for some time past they have had their eyes 
on New York and its vicinity, considering 
how they might better the terminals of 
the New York Central. They want it to sup- 
ply the most accessible route to the West for 
the entire 2,500,000 inhabitants in this neigh- 
borhood, not simply for those in the upper 
part of Manhattan Island. The New York 
Central to-day furnishes no better advan- 
tages than the other roads for Brooklyn and 
Long Island people, although thereis a gold 
mine over there if properly worked and con- 
nected with the Vanderbilt system. The 
Pennsylvania is the favorite road with 
Brooklyn people, and the New Jersey road 
gets away from the Central a good of west 
bound travel.

FOUR-TRACK SERVICE. 

The four-track service can be established 
the entire length, worked by electricity, two 
tracks being devoted to express trains and 
two to rapid transit. This ought to 
afford a perfect terminal for the 
Central on Manhattan Island as far 
as out of town service is concerned. The 
rapid transit service would, of course, not 
meet the wants of the people living on either 
the extreme east or the extreme west side of 
the town. But in connection with the sunken 
system north of the Harlem River which has 
just been completed to Fordham, the service 
would be sure to prove popular with com- 
muters living within easy reach of the road. 
They could handle all who came. That would 
mean many thousands more than use the 
Central and Harlem roads to-day. All this 
would not intefere with the general rapid 
transit which the commissioners are expect- 
ed to map out, covering every quarter of the 
city from one end to the other. 

With this tunnel extension to the Battery 
the New York Central will get connection 
with Brooklyn over the bridge. Itis not im- 
probable that the Vanderbilts would con- 
tinue their tunnel under the East River from 
the Battery or City Hall Park to 
Brooklyn. touching a point not far from the 
east end of the bridge. Mr. Corbin’s 
scheme for an elevated or arcade 
road in Atlantic avenue, extending the Long 
Island Railroad tothe ferry, still hangs fire, 
but if the Vanderbilts get control of the 
road, it is believed that they will do some- 
thing to give it a terminal in New York. It 
would be but a step from sucha tunnel con- 
nection to through Central trains from 
Brooklyn, via the Battery, for the West. 


A PROPOSED ALLIANCE. 

PHILADELPHIA, April }6.—Negotiations are 
about concluded for a close traffic alliance 
between the Reading and New York Central 
roads. The absorption of the Beech Creek 
Road by the Vanderbilts has rendered pos- 
sible a new route from Philadelphia to Chi- 
cago 100 miles shorter than the present route 
via Lyons and via the New York Central 
road. The Vanderbilts are to construct 
ninety miles of road from the Western ter- 
minus of the Beech Creek to Ou City, where 
connection will be made with the Lake Shore 
road, thus forming the through route. At 
Ashtabula docks are to be erectedtover which 
the Reading will ship coal for Lake Superior 
pointe, and veseels will discharge cargoes of 
iron ore to be delivered to furnaces in the 
Reading’s territory. 

All rail freight to Chicago and other points 
on the Vanderbilt Western system will also 
go over this route instead of the present line. 
Another contract will be made between the 
Reading, Fall Brook and New York Central 
Companies covering the business with Cen- 
tral New York and Buffalo. The Reading 
has recently purchased acoal storage point 
at Buffalo, with a capacity of 850,000 tons and 
intends to place more coal in the Western 
anthracite market than before. The present 
contract with the New York Central was 
made nearly ten yearsagoand is wholly un- 
suited tothe present conditions. President 
Mcleod and some of the members of 
the trust wil meet Mr. 
Depew New York COentral 
officials some days this week to the 
final details of the contract. The conduct of 
these negotiations has given rise toa rumor 
that the Vanderbilts intended to buy out the 
syndicate which holds a controlling interest 
in Reading Rallroad stock.

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OPPOSES REMOVAL. 


A Sudden Complication in St. George's 
Church Affairs. 


TROUBLE BETWEEN THE RECTOR AND A 
FORMER CHIEF VESTRYMAN. 


Joseph W. Branch Opposes the Contem- 
plated Change in the Church Site and 
Wil Vote His Stock Against It—Rev. 
Dr. Holland Claims the Stock Belongs 
to Him. 


Atthe close of the regular morning ser- 
vices of St. George's Episcopal Church, 
which, since the burning of the church build - 
ing recently, have been held in Rabbi Sonnen- 
schein’s Temple Israel, Dr. R. A. Holland, 
the rector, yesterday exploded a bomb, 
figuratively speaking: 

In a few quiet words the rector touched 
upon the question of the moving of the church 
further westward, such action being made 
possible by the destruction of the 
beautiful edifice that had stood so many 
years at the corner of Beaumont and Chest- 
nut streets, and after dwelling upon the 
necessities for such a move, announced pos- 
itively that unless it were made he would re- 
sign the charge of St. George's into other 
hands. 

A CHURCH COMPLICATION. 

Back of the sudden and prounounced stand 
of Dr. Holland’s there is a story which is 
likely to result in some sensational develop- 
ments before the question of the church re- 
moval is settled. It is understood that while 
the vestry of st. George's is practically 
unanimous in favor of a westward move 
the move may be rendered impossible by op- 
position from a source that will awaken a 
bitter personal war between the rector and 
a once leading light of st. George's Church 
and vestry. The gentleman who, K is said, 
threatens to hold st. George's Church to its 
present locality or bring about a forfeiture of 
the church property, is Mr. Jos. W. Branch 
ofthe Branch-Crookes Saw Co., who was 
once chief vestryman of St. George's, but 
who for two years past has not been actively 
identified with the church affairs. 

Mr. Branch holds $12,500 of the stock of the 
St. George's Church Society, a duly chartered 
corporate company. This society was organ- 
ized in 1878, at the time of the rebuilding of 
St. George’s Chureh in its present locality. 
The old church had an indebtedness of $57,000 
upon it, and stock to that amount was issued 
in shares of Vo each, being taken by wealthy 
members of the congregation, among 
whom was Mr. Branch. Most of the stock 
was immediately surrendered to the Vestry 
Board, so that it was virtually a gift tothe 
church, and the vestry has since that time 
managed the affairs of the company, electing 
officers, directors, etc. The present 
officers of the 8t. George's Church Society are 
Edwin Harrison, President; Joseph W. 
Branch, Vice-President; Western Bascome, 
Secretary, and a board of directors. The 
charter of the society provided that the 
church property could not be encumbered, 
nor abandoned by the church to be used for 
other purposes, without a four-fifths vote of 
the stockholders of e St. George's Church 
Society. If such action were taken by the 
vestry of the church without that vote, the 
property was to revert to the stockholders. 

JOSEPH W. ERANCH’S OPPOSITION. 

Upon this provision it is said that Mr. 
Branch will take his stand and make a deter- 
mined effortto preventthe church moving 
further westward. For some time past there 
has not been a good feeling existing between 
Mr. Branch and Rev. Dr. Holland, and the 
former’s position in the matter is understood 
to arise largely from that fact. Acting with 
Mr. Branch in the impending struggie there 
is believed to one other stockholder, owning 
$1,000 stock of the St. George's Church 80 
ciety. All the remaining $42,000 of the stock 
is hela by the vestry, and will be voted solid 
in favor of the move westward when the time

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present holder stands firm in his opposition 
to the move westward, the intention an- 
nounced by Rev. Dr. Holland yesterday of 
resigning the pulpit Of st. George's may 
eventually have to be carried out. 

PROSPECT OF TROUBLE. 

Under these circumstances the St. George's 
vestry and congregation are much stirred up 
over the matter, and its settlement will be 
awaited with the greateet anxiety. Itis be- 
lieved that a vote on the question of removal 
will be had by the vestry during the present 
week, under the sudden stand taken by Kev. 
Dr. Holland, and it is probable that 
Aa strong effort will be made 
by the vestry members to induce Mr. 
Branch to vote his stock in favor of the move. 
Should he decline to do 80, however. it is bo- 
lieved that there will be a bitter controversy 
between Rev. Dr. Holland and himself as to 
the ownership of the stock in question. Those 
who know Dr. Holland, and who are familiar 
with his strong desire to have have St. 
George’s Church established on a Site further 
west, believe that he will not abandon the 
struggle easily, while it is also thought Mr. 
Branch will be equally rm. The settlement 
of the church insurance is now under way, 
being in the hands of a vestry committee 
com posed of J. N. Bofinger, Isaac M. Mason 
and Hugh Rogers, with Appraisers Ross and 
Bonsack at work estimating the damage done 
by the recent fire. With the settlement of 
the insurance the question of removal will 
then have to be disposed of at once. 

REV. DR. HOLLAND BEEN. 

Rev. Dr. Holland was seen this morning, 
but refused to discuss the probable difficulty 
between himselfand Mr. J. W. Branch. He 
Stated that he was in dead earnestin his an- 
nouncement yesterday from the pulpit, be- 
Cause he believed sucha move to be neces- 
sary to preserve the very existence of st. 
George's Church. 

Mr. Joseph W. Branch is odt of the city at 
present. His son, Joseph C. Branch, was 
seen and said: 

My father would not tell you if he were 
how he intends to vote his stock on the ques- 
tion of the removal of st. George's Church. 
He is at outs with the st. George’s people, he 
does not attend that church and he has noth- 
ing to say as to what he proposes to do. He 
is a stockholder in the St. George's Church 
Society ,but as to what he intens doing when 
the question of moving the church comes to a

TRICKS OF THE RINGSTERS. 


The desperation of the bosses and the 
villainous means they are using to carry 
the election to-morrow were shown in the 
exposure by yesterday’s SUNDAY Posrt- 
DisPaTcH of the registration frauds com- 
mitted by their creatures in preparation 
for dirty work at the polls. 

The failure of the State Legislature to 
adopt a stringent corrupt practices act 
leaves several ayenues open for the perpe- 
tration of crimes against the purity of the 
ballot-box. The Australian ballot law 
prevents the intimidation of voters and the 
voting of men in blocks under the super- 
vision of heelers, but it does not prevent 
the corrupt use of money to purchase 
voters if the bosses choose to trust them to 
carry out the compact; it does not prevent 
the use of repeaters, the voting of dead 
men or the packing of the polls with straw 
voters if the election officers can be de- 
ceived by false registrations. 

That the party bosses will endeavor to 
defeat the will of the people by the most 
outrageous frauds there can be no doubt. 
The SUNDAY Post-DIsPATCH gave a hum- 
ber of instances in which small boarding- 
houses, saloons, dens and dives have been 
packed with voters for use in to-morrow’s 
election. The willingness of the machine 
bosses to refort to these dangerous prac- 
tices to win shows that they regard the 
election as a most important one for their 
selfish interests. They know that defeat 
means the breaking of their power, and 
the lo es of an enormous aggregate of spoils 
and opportunities for dishonest gain. 

The eagerness of the spdils combine to 
obtain a majority for their tools by all 
means is proof also of the immense stake 
which the city has in the contest. The 

for the commission of frauds 
should stimulate citizens to extraordinary 
vigilance, and should impress upon them 
the necessity of going to the polls and 
casting their ballots in opposition to the 
ringsters of both parties for the honest and 
clean Independent candidates, who sre 
free from boss dictation and boodie infiu- 
ences.

VERY CLEVER SCHEMERS. 


Councilmen Sloan and Walbridge Form a 
Combine. 


At 10 o’clock this morning the two Houses 
of the Municipal Assembly held the last meet- 
ing that will be held by either body before the 
election, 

In the Council all the members were pres- 
ent. The meeting was a simple formality, 
there being but very little business to trans- 
act. The two candidates for re-election, 
Messrs. Nagel and Comfort, were rather busy 
with their campaign affairs, Mr. Comfort be- 
ing especially active. He found time 
during the recesses to get 
over to the House of Delegates and hold con- 
ferences with the members there witha fine 
disregard for political creeds. The proceed- 
ings this morning lasted only afew minutes. 

Messers. Cole, Meier and Sloan were ap- 
pointed to wait on the Mayor and learn if he 
had any farther business. He was not in his 
office but was reached by telephone and the 


announcement came back that he 
had no business for the Coun- 
cil. A recess was then taken until 


the House of Delegates could be heard from. 
During this recess the Councilmen resumed 
their discussion of politics and the talk about 


the Independent movement was fying 
pretty fast, and Mr. Vogel 
practically admitted that he 


was defeated, but Mr. Comfort was, as usual, 
non-committal. Mr. Metcalfe was quietly re- 
joicing over the fact that after to-day he 
would no longer be a member of the Council, 
and he solemnly announced that he would 
never do it again. ö 

The members who lose their identity as 
legislators to-day are Messrs. Comfort, 
Ganahl, Metcalfe, Nelson, Rohanand Vogel, 
the other members, Messrs. Bensiek, Cole, 
Hoolan, Horton, Meier, Sloan and President 
Walbridge, hold over. 

Under the rules of the Council the new 
Council will meet on the third Tuesday at 8 
p. m., which this year falls on the 
Ast, and on that day Councilman Sloan 
hopes that his long - looked for 
opportunity will come. He has already made 
a dicker with President Walbridge which 
may make Mr. Sloan the balance of power, 
and Mr. Walbridge will be out of the city in 
search of health on that day and Mr. Sloan 
has agreed to pair with President Walbridge 
and call a halt on organization if things go 
against him. In other words he will on that 
day represent himself and the President. If, 
as the Democratic prophets predict, six 
Democrats are elected, Mr. Sloan under the 
agreement will be the biggest man in the 
Council because there will be six Democrats 
and six Republicans inthe Council with Mr. 
Sloan in the balance. It takes seven votes to 
elect the Vice-President, the Secretary and 
his assistantand the Sergeant-at-Arms. In 
any event Mr. Sloan has secured a position 
which will clothe himin a little brief glory 
and then he will drop back into his old place 
in the Noonan ranks. The Council adjourned 
sine die. 


House of Delegates. 

In the House of Delegates no interest what. 
ever was displayed as far as the regular bust - 
ness was concerned. The members went 
through the necessary motions with scant 
courtesy, and while the House was in session 
occupied themselves in emptying their desks 
oftheir personal possessions. Nearly every 
man in the lot was a candidate for re-elect- 
ion, but the most conspicous figure in the lot 
was George Grassmuck, who has graduated 
from the ranks of the Lower House and is 
trying for the Council, He was looked up to 
by the members with that same admiring 
respect that Ed Butler was when he came in 
a moment later. Very shortly after the ad- 
journment the whole resumed their political 
work and started out to look after their 
wards.

ILLEGAL VOTING. 


OUTRAGEOUS FRAUDS 70 BE COMMITTED IN 
TO-MORROW’S, ELECTION. 


The Party Machines Stopping at Noth- 
ing to Maintain Their Supremacy. 


NECESSITY OF RESPECTABLE CITIZENS 
GOING TO THE POLLS.

Wine Straw Voters Registered From a 
Vacant Lot on Arkansas Avenue—The 
Stone Wall of Sacred Heart Convent 
Designated as the Residence of Two 
Straw Men—How the Party Managers 
Propose to Work the Repeaters 


If there is and law for loading the poll 
books with bogus registrations the offenders 
will get it thistime. The citizens who have 
taken a deep interest in the Independent 
movement have subscribed a special fund 
for the prosecution of the straw-voter manu- 
facturers. The notice for publication at the 
polls offering a reward of $25 foreach arrest 
and conviction was drawn up yesterday and 
will be distributed to-night. 

The Democrats have packed the wards 
with straw voters and if they are voted the 
Democrats will win. 

Those who will represent the Independents 
at the polls will make use of the information 


they have, and before to-morrow 
night the cells of the jail will 
contain many a repeater unless 


the bosses determine not to vote their straw 
men and dead men. Never beforein St. Louis 
bas a party resorted to more infamous 
methods to elect the machine men than at 
this time, and the SunDAY Posr-Disr Aron 
exposed the methods so fully and made the 
case so plain that the registration frauds 
were the sole topic of conversation at the 
corners“ yesterday, and the Democratic 
politicians did not dare deny them. They 
knew there were more to come, and of evena 
worse nature, if possible, than those already 
made public. 

The representatives of the Independents are 
making a careful canvass of a number of the 
wards where the straw voters are placed, 
and the revelations are amazing.

The number, 2245 Arkansas avenue, 
from which they are registered,is a va- 
cant lot. 

They have not only packed boarding houses 
and saloons with more voters than they could 
hold, but, running short of them, they have 
even used vacant lots as a place to store their 
straw men. It needs no further proof than 
this to show conclusively that the Democratic 
party is resorting to illegal and criminal 
methods to elect the slate dictated in secret 
caucus by the Mayor, and it is also apparent 
that when such means are adopted to secure 
the election of caucus nominees this purpose 
in the election isnot to administer the gov- 
ernment ofthis city, or to attend to its busi- 
ness affairs with the pure purpose of bene- 
fitting them. The party would not resort to 
criminal means to secure the city’s welfare, 
but it will adopt such methods to perpetuate 
the control ofthe ring and the rule of the 
bosses.

From one of the candidates the 
statement comes that there are 418 false 
registrations in the ward, and the Demo- 
cratic candidates do not depend upon the 
Democratic votes, but upon the 412 to carry 
the ward.

This means that a large part of the tax - 
able property has been declared by law not 
subject to taxation in future. 

The necessities of the ofty are increasing 
year by year; that is, more money will be re- 
quired. How is this money to be secured? 
General taxation cannot be increased with- 
out amending the State Constitution and the 
city charter. But the Municipal Assembly 
has unlimited power to levy and to increase 
the license tax upon manufacturers, mer- 
chants, brokers, brewers, saloons and 
vehicles. 

TO INCREASE THE MERCHANTS’ TAX. 

‘*There is no dodging the fact, if the process 
of giving away franchises ig continued, the 
Municipal Assembly will be forced to supply 
this deficiency in the revenue by increasing 
the ‘‘license tax’’ upon manufacturers, 
merchants, brokers, brewers, saloons 
and vehicles. The only way to 
stop this is to elect the Independent 
Municipal ticket for Councilmen. This is 
nota question of politics—not a question of 
opposition to Mayor Noonan, but it is a 
question of dollars and cents anda question 
of self-preservation with manufacturers, mor- 
chants, brokers, brewers, saloons and owners 
of vehicles. In order to convince the people 
that the danger line inthis direction has been 
reached, itis only necessary to point tothe 
fact that both branches of the last State 
Legisiature did pass a bill to increase mer- 
chants’and manufacturers’ license tax. When 
the bill was returned tothe Senate that body 
by a resolution instructed its presiding of- 
ficerto withhold his signature. The same

OPINIONS OF JUDGES VALLIANT AND 
FISHER IN IMPORTANT SUITS. 


The Fifth Trial of the Suit of Link Against 

Harrington—Habeas Corpus Case—Ap- 

plicants for Admission to the Bar 
Examined—Lots of Litigantion. 


Judge Vailiant handed down quite a batch 
decisions from the bench this morning. In 
the case of Link vs. Harrington he renderea 
a decision for plaintiff for possession of prop- 
erty and 1 cent damages. This is an old 
case that has been tried now five times and 
decided four time in favor of plaintiff. The 
Schnaider Brewery Association has had pos- 
session of the property, the southeast corner 
of Seventh and Olive streets, since the suit 
was first filed, and under the decision of the 
court may retain possession of it, and the 
stock of liquors and fixtures formerly held by 
Mr. Alexe, the proprietor of the saloon, when 
the suit was brought.

Stewart vs. Herbert; motion for new trial 
overruled.

The State Circuit Court met in general 
term at 10:40 o0clock this morning with a full 
bench, Judge Withrow presiding. Applica- 
tions for admission to the bar were called 
forward and the names of the following 
gentlemen were read by the clerk: Andrew 
F. Brown, F. W. Lehmann, Geralt 
Gibson, Edmond L. Powers, 
Abram Humphries; H. H. Timken, 
and Wim. G. Schofield. Messrs. Brown, Leh- 
man and Humphries were not present, but 
Mr. Brown had been in the court-rooma few 
minutes before and stated that he would not 
be ready for examination this term. The 
other applicants, Messrs. Gibson, Powers, 
Timken and Schofield, were pres- 
ent and were examined by Judges 
Klein.

Overall, in whose office he has been employed 
since he was 11 years old. All four ofthe 
candidates said that they inteded to locate 
and practice law in St. Louis.

The mother 
is dead and the father, Pleasant Spencer, isa 
cripple, and has been supported and lives 
with the petitioner, Daniel Sneed, the latter 
claims, for some thirty years. Mr. Sneed 
wants the child and says that the little girl’s 
grandmother is not a fit person to have 
charge of her.

CALCUTTA TO BOSTON, 


The Trafalgar’s Long Voyage—Description 
of the Courser. 

Boston, Mass., April 6.—The ship Trafalgar 
has at last reached her voyage of 11,000 miles 
and beaten her opponent, the Ardencraia, 
after a long and tedious race of 116 days from 
Calcutta to Boston. The race was one of the 
kind so popular years ago, when full-rigged 
ships struggled over this course of 11,000 
miles, facingall sorts of weather and bring: 
ing into play every trick known inthe art of 
seamanship. The Trafalgar’s tonnage is 
1,69 tons and the Ardencraig 2,092. 
Both are laden with jute, the Trafalgar hav- 
ing 156,000 bales. The race over the Indian 
Ocean was the best time made. Thirty-five 
days from Calcutta the Trafalgar, which 
left three days after the Ardencraig, spoke 
and passed her. They parted and have not 
seen each other since. Unless the Arden- 
craig reaches here by Wednesday she will 
be beaten.

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WAS NOT IN CONDITION. 


A CLAIM THAT M’CARTHY DID NOT PROP- 
ERLY TRAIN. 


Pat Farrell and Jim Daly to Fight To-Night 
~The MeLean-Stansbury Boat Race— 
Bese Ball, Turf Gossip and Sporting 
News Generally. 


New Yor«k, April6.—The fighter who loses 
and has no excuse to offer for his defeat is 
almost an anomalyin prize ring records. 
Cal McCarthy is such a loser, and his 
acknowledgement that Dixon beat him be- 
cause he was the better man is noteworthy. 
When he and Dixon met in the Troy Cribb 
Club ring Dixon really was the better man, 
yet there is a reason for that condition apart 
from what was shown in the result. It was 
the common report for a week or so before 
the fight that McCarthy was not training 
properly. He had always before the reputa- 
tion of being a singularly conscientious 
and earnest trainer, and most people de- 
clared the rumors to be groundless. But they 
turned out to be true. The boy was confident 
that he could lick the coon’’ without severe 
preparation. To borrow some expressive 
slang, says the Sun of this morning in telling 
the story, he had the big head. He would 
not do his work and the result was that he 
got well licked by the coon. Thisis no news 
to those who were closest to the lad, but per- 
haps some would say that McCarthy’s friends 
are now trying to palliate the effect of his 
thrashing by saying he did not train prop- 
erly. 

That the boy’s neglect of his duty was 
known several days before March 31 is proven 
by the action of Joe Early, the best friend 
Calever had. Early, after telling Cal that he 
was not treating his backers fairly, finally 
decided to have nothing more todo with him, 
and notified his friends of his purpose. If 
further evidence were needed it would be but 
necessary tocite the action of Dick Roche, 
John Kelly, Jack Adler and other friends of 
Karly after they were informed that their 
colleague refused to have any further asso- 
ciation with a contestant who would not do 
his duty. These men hadall been McCarthy- 
ites and were taking five to four, or 
better, until they got word from Early of 
what Cal was doing. Then they turned 
around and hedged. John Kelly is known to 
have come out more than whole, but Jack 
Adler got left. He had put out all the money 
he had, $1,200 to win $1,650, and when he re- 
ceived Early’s note he had nothing in his 
pocket with which to get square. The others 
were a little more lucky. The facts directly 
connected with McCarthy’s training show 
that after the articles were signed, McCarthy 
acting on his Own responsibility, signed them 
on that day, after having been advised by 
Early todo nothing until he saw him, some- 
thing he had never thought of doing before. 
Early asked Pat Cahill, the amateur middle- 
weight champion, to allow Cal to run with him 
and give any points that he could. Cahill, 
who is very friendly with Early, said that he 
would assist his former club mate all he could 
in a reasonable way. So Cal began to trot out 
to Newark and elsewhere with Pat. Early, 
however did not ask Pat’s heip until he of- 
fered to send McCarthy away from Jersey 
City to do his training. Cahill kept his word 
and helped the boy all he could. A week ago 
last Tuesday in a run of a dozen miles Cahill 
noticed that Cal was very slow in his move- 
ments and short in his wind, Pat told 
him point blank that he was not 
doing his duty. McCarthy denied that 
he was drinking, but afterwards Cahill 
learned that Cal had drunk four glasses of 
lager beer and a bottle of Bass’ ale within an 
hour in Jersey City. That night, Early hav- 
ing been told of it, naturally suspecting that 
it was not all that Cal had done in the wrong 
dlrection, asked Cahill if he would spar fifteen 
fairly fast rounds with the boy to see how he 
stood it. Early figured that fifteen rounds 
such as Cahill, a 150-pound man, would give 
him would be about equal to forty-five with 
Dixon, and Early was confident that Dixon 
would stay a long time. Cahill agreed, but 
McCarthy refused. Hesaidthat it was en- 
tirely unnecessary to spar fifteen rounds, as 
ten would be sufficient. 

All right, said Early, ten then.“

Carthy boxed in his usual style, so far as 
Cahill would let him, for Pat kept him mov 
ing all the time.
